EUROPE. '-^ 
Vienna, Mav 10.— A correspondent re- 
ports thrttTurkish bombardment of Ibrail 
on Wedussday destroyed rome large 
granaries., ; Shops arei closed and the 
town is deserted. 

Turkish gunboats bombarded Otienitza 
four hours tu-day. Tbo Uuuuiaui:ins ro- 
j)lied, and it is reported thoy ailouced 
the gunboats and ignited Turtukua, on 
opposite bank of the Danube. 

A special from Cousiantinople says, at 
the request of England, the Porte extend- 
ed time for neutral vessels to leave Bus- 
ian ijorta in tho Sea of Azov to May 
24th. 

London, May 10. — In the House of 
Commons, Sullivan withdrew tiio qiies 
tion of which ho gave noliieo on Tuosd.ay, 
he should ask Monda.v r oxt n latlvo to 
the intimation of Homo Secretary tbjt 
England would defenu Egypt from inter- 
ference or attack. The Under Secretary 
of tho Foreign Department, in reply to a 
question by tfenkiuH, said no ateps had 
boon taken to send a navnl fc^rco to tiie 
Danube. Such a stop would lead to mm h 
misinterpretation and po.-sibly seriouti re- 
sults. He said ho had no informution 
about the state of the Black Sea blockade, 
aud no representations had been luado 
about its insuffioiiBnoy; but England bad 
asked the Poirte for further ' extension of 
ti'uo for entry to and clearance of vessels 
from blockaded Ports. The Eastern de- 
bate was then resumed. 

Liverpool, May 10. —Tho Post'n Lon- 
don correspondent says when iilr. Cross 
boasted on Monday of entire unity of the 
.Cabinet, lie was indulging in a flight of 
imagiaat.ion. Truth is, noniinol unity 
was only restorea-Qntucdayt: and this re- 
sult was obtained after 'angnt; dlsuoooion 
in the cabinet and thieatened resignation 
of four members. Earl Beaconsfiekl was 
in favor of a violent and sensational po- 
licy. A British fleet had been ordered to 
rendezvous at Corfu with sealed instnio- 
tioua to sail for tbo Bosporus, and there 
was everjf jirobability that armed domon- 
stration m favor of the Turks would be 
made. Gladstone's reaolutions, or rather 
the expression of public feeling tlioy in- 
voked, put Dintters in an entirely dill'ortnt 
position. When the cabiuet met Saturday 
several members declared thny woulil ex- 
prebsly sanction an armed demonstration 
ou the Bosphorus. The four momber.s to 
whom the country owes tho tinal decision 
of the government in favor of neutrality 
are Lord Salisbury, Sir Stafford North 
cote, Lprd..^0arnary6n aad Mr. Cross. 
They declared they would not support a 
warlike policy, and as their retirement 
would breakup thogoverument tho Primo 
Mini-ter and his warlike colleagues were 
compelled to submit. It should not, how- 
ever, bo forgotten that this iJolicy is pro- 
visional and that the whole cabiuet recog- 
nize thaf intervention muBtbeoome neces- 
sary. ■ ' • 

Foster said ho was happy to think that 
it would not be so easy to drift into war 
at the close of tho present debate, as it 
might have been previously. It could 
not embarrass the guvernmeut to pa^s the 
present resolutions, as the goverument 
iiad already.made deoIaratioDs of siniiJar 
purport. Po- tor's speech was 'a criticism 
uf E.irl Derby's reply. Tho whole ten- 
dency of the reply was dangerous. It was 
a very strong statemont to s,iy that Ens 
(■ia had broken the treaty of Paris by tho 
step she had taken.

London. May 10 —During a debato in 
the Cwnmiuns, Courtney advocaied tho 
dLsmembermeut of Turkey by lorco of 
arms aud alliance with Bussia for that 
purpose. Conservatives cried "No," aud 
Liberals cheered. 

liritiah joalous suspicion of Euasiu's ul- 
teiiur desigus is becoming strcinger than 
English abliurninco of Turkisli barbarity 
and fanaticism, CDnsequently the war feel- 
ing grows, though sliil restrained by tlio 
conviction that England in entering tbo 
war would have no ally but Turkey. Tho 
coolest heads horo have tho least fear of 
Buhsiu'a i)urj)ost's, bocuuso they are satis- 
fied that iho ('7;:ir would dread a general 
war more than any oilior European power 
theroforo they scout the idea that ho will 
attoiupt to possets Constantinople, or do 
any other act justifying British interven- 
tion. Again, English trading interests 
foresee that, in tho event of intervention 
Busaia's Baltic fleoi, ol over 200 i-hips uro 
free to speedily scatter to tho seas, whero 
it could inflict ineuluulablo injury to Bri- 
tish eoiumereo and make America's op 
portunity to recover tho shipping iutore-t 
destroytd during tho southern rebellion. 

London, May 10— The Bussiun military 
operations at Ibr.iil and vicinity are do- 
signed to extend Bussiun control of the 
Lower Danube by closing the Sulina 
Pass. If this is suoaesstnl, as appears pro- 



bable, tbo Turkish fleet will bo effectual- 
ly debarred from assistance in defending 
Bulgaria, ond tho Danube substantially 
lost as a Turkish defonsive line. Bussia's 
prompt strategy thero is admitted to be 
brilliantly sag'icious. No effective oppo- 
sition to Eussiiins crossing of the Danube 
in force is now deemed probable. 

If tho Bussiaua succeed in carrying the 
Snngaloo paascs between Kars and Erzer- 
oum, which is tho only greal depot of 
Turkish supplies in Asia Minor, Mouktar 
Pasha must choose between capture or 
preeipiinte evacuation of Armenia. 

EniNBOitan, May 11. — Not a single 
journul in Europe has received permis- 
sion from Bussia to send correspondents 
to the headquarters of the Bussian army. 

Tho Financier fays, incredible as it may 
seem thero is reason to anticipate that a 
Turkish finauoial ag*'ut will shortly visit 
London to attempt to rai>-e a few millions 
of meney.

All fort garrisons of Baltic ports have 
been made up to tlieir full strength. The 
mobilized nrmy of the North are concen- 
trated on the Baltic coast. 

A special ambassador from the Shah of 
Persia arrived here to conclude the nego- 
tiatiima already commenced by the Bus- 
siun agent at Teheran. Tho convention 
is proposed to enable Eussian troops 
and artillery to march through Persian 
territory. 

London, May 11.— This afternoon, in 
the House of Commons. Gladstone pre-

In addressing tho Grand Jury at Na- 
naimo on the I'Jth inst. Chief JusticoSir 
Matthew Baiilie Begbie made the h Hew- 
ing remarks in alluding to tho strike 
amongst the coal miacrs: "Taking into 
consideration the circumstances of tho 
long strike going on in your midst you are 
to be' congratulated that no acts of vio- 
lence have been brought beford you. I 
do not wish to praise or flatter the men, 
no more .than I.would praise u man for not 

. atealiiig^aypocket haudkerbhief./' -Nothing 
is more lawfiiil than a strike. Strikes must 
be lawful or thero would bo an end to free 
labor and u return to serf labor. If men 
do not get the terms they want they can 

' leara their work. If ono man has a right 
to leave his work because tho terms do 

.not suit him, so have 100 men. Libor has 
a xsgbfe'to demand $2 or $5, or any other 
■um.''' No man has it riglit to dictate t<> 
another. An employer lias no riglit to 
dictate to p. man how much ho shall work 
for; if he had ho would bo a slave and not 
free. But men must not intlucnco others 
who arc willing to go to work. It would 
be lawful to use arguinent with them, but 
Bdt'^olenoisV The ledEft vlolenca isagaiust 
the law; Those who have advif od violence 
are either inuompetontor dishonest. Wo 
all regret this unfortuuato cireumstauco. 
It is not only working a great injury to 
the misguided men themselves, who liavo 
bitten their noses olftj spite their faces, 

, but has infliotbd loss on their fellow work- 

' men, by their not being allowed to go to 
work.' Debts have been oontraoled to 
merohnuts io Nanaimo, and by them with 
others, and are not paid. It is not so 
much an injury to the employers, as the 
market is bad, the employers not making 
as maoli as the miners. Men aro forbidden 
by law from iuiiictiug violence to persons 
or injury to property. The men may have 
reason for tho strike, but the spectacle of 
an armed force to cnforeo the sentenoa of 
a Court of Justice is a discredit to the 
district. Hitherto tho orders of the courts 
liave beeu jjoaoeubly ('ui'orce<l. This is 
the first time ill tho Domioioa that the 
military have been called out to atisiat the 
oiTil'aatborities. It is no credit to your 
district that 'the'men did not resist, for 
not only the whole force of tho Provioce, 
but the whole force of British "ociety wns 
against them. The law must ba enforced, 
no matter liuvv made, if made legii iinatoly. 
Any person who .-icts himsflf nyaiur-t the 
law i« very foolish." His Lordship con- 

. ,,elQd^ his remarks, by explaining that if 
the miners bad been .advised they were 
advised badly.

In reply to prisoner prosecutor said he 
could not tidl it ho went to sleep before 
prisoner left the cabin. Ho felt drowsy 
and stupid after drinking tho liquor and 
helieye'd bo was drugged. -HeV.ihad< bis 
watch when prisouor was in his cabin but 
ho felt so bad from tho effects of liquor 
that he could not tell if he hSd it when 
prisoner loft. The prisoner cross examin- 
ed the prosecutor at some length and 
elicited tho fact that thero wore two sail- 
ors and several others in the cabin when 
the drinking was going on. 

Georgo McCrea sworn, deposed that he 
saw prisoner in the cabin witti Creighton 
on Friday oveuing. Creighton bad his 
watch on when prisoner first came in and 
was not drunk. Thero were two blue- 
jackets, a man niimed Mckonzio and ono 
named Fraser besides himself present. All 
left tho cabin together except Fraser and 
Croighton who had gone to bed. After a 
time witness returned to tho cabiu and 
also went to bed. The door was then nn- 
lockod; next morning Creighton mibsed 
his watch and when wituess met prisoner 
tlie latter naid he thought he knew crho 
had taken it. 

Angus Fraser gave evidence similar in 
Bubstauco to tho last witness. He did not 
notice anything peiiuliar about Greighton 
when be went to bed and could not fsy 
if ho had his watch on bim thon. Wit- 
ness himself bad two books stolen from 
the cabiu that night. He slept with 
Creighton but did not hoar anybody come 
to the cabin during tlie night. 

The Superintendent said that the pri- 
soner did nothing to bin knowledge but 
gamble and he understood he had to leave 
Portland. 

His Honor instructed the Superinten- 
dent to endeavor to trace the watch by 11 
».m, to-morrow till which hour ho would 
remand the prisoner. 

Jim Copperman, an old offender, plead- 
ed guilty to supplying liquor to judi*ns 
and was remanded till to monrow^'to on- 
able the police to find out tho name of 
the man from whom the liquor was ob- 
tained.

Tho improved provision for the incor- 
poration of joint stock companies will, I 
I trust, tend to the oslablishment of such 
[ companies under the oo-oporation of soaud 
general rules, rather than by special and 
exceptional legislation. 

The law as to insurnnco companies will 
add to the existing securities of Canadian 
insurance. 

The alteration of the duties on petro • 
leam will confer a great boon on the 
masses of the population. 

The vast shipping interests of our great 
inland seas will be bonetlttod by tho ox- 
tension to tho trade on those waters of 
rights and remedies, the utility of which 
has been recognized l)y long experience. 

The law providing for tho extradition 
of fugi'ivo criminals will enable Conadii 
to dischurge elUciently hor part of the en- 
Ragoment-i of the Empire in this import- 
ant particular.
